ty-two he was ordained to the 
secular clergy and immediate- 
ly set about founding an ora- 
tory where the poor working 
class could gather for instruc- 
tion and prayer at the day’s 
end. He also held the post of 
secretary in the Confraternity 
of Christian Doctrine, a per- 
haps subtle indication of his 
willingness to work, and the 
field of his interest. 

The relatively peaceful vineyard 
was soon disrupted by Napoleon’s 
invasion, of the city and it wasn’t 
long before Gaspar and his con-

freres were asked to personally 
submit an oath of allegiance to the 
conqueror. Refusing this, Gaspar 
and others were banished from 
their beloved Rome to Piacenza. 
Hounded again for acquiescence to 
the little monarch’s regime, Gas- 
par again won imprisonment for 
his refusal. He suffered thus for 
four years in four different cities. 
In the ways of Providence, who 
knows how much this hardship 
prepared him for his great mis- 
sionary work to come among the 
bandit infested towns outside of 
Rome I Finally it was over, and 
Gaspar returned to Rome where 
he worked with such success that 
Pope Pius VII commissioned him 
to work on the home missions. 
Gaspar had for some time been 
thinking of the need, for an or- 
ganization of secular priests to i 
aid in this particular work, and 
he brought this idea to fruition 
on August 15, 1815, founding the 
Society under the title: “The Mis- 
sionaries of the Precious Blood.”
